Provident Fund claims- Instructions issued . 

In G. O. ( P ) No. 12/61/Fin . dated 9-1-1961, the Government 
have prescribed three separate forms of application for closure of the 
Provident Fund accounts of the Gazetted Officers, the Non -Gazetted 
Officers and of the deceased subscribers. In the General Provident 
Fund (Kerala ) Rules also , these formswith minor modifications have 
been prescribed for applying for closure of the Provident Fund 
accounts. 

2. The Accountant General has now suggested thatmodifications 
similar to those adopted by the Government of India in O. M. No. 
F.28 (22) -EV/58 dated the 25th January, 1964 may be made in the 
forms prescribed by the State Government. He has also pointed out 
that the delay in the settlement of the Provident Fund accounts can be 
minimised if the correct post-retirement address of the subscriber con 
cerned is also furnished in the application for closure of the Provident 
Fund account. 

3. Government have considered the above suggestions of the 
Accountant General in detail. They do not consider it necessary to 
amend the forms E - I, E - II and E - III prescribed in the General Provi 
dent Fund (Kerala ) Rules . However, Government direct that in 
resignation cases the authorities competent to sign the certificates in the 
closure applications should, invariably, furnish in the application for 
closure of the Provident Fund account an additional certificate in the 
following form : 

" Certified that he she has not resigned Government service to 
take up appointment in another Department of the State Government 
or under the Central Government or under any other State Govern 
ment or under a body Corporate owned or controlled by the Govern . 
ment " .

AWARD 
This is a complaint under section 33-A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act 1947, filed on 14-3-1961 by Sri P. T. Xavier, against the Managing 
Director, Geo Pictures , Kottayam . The above complaint was registered 
as I. D. 7/61 on the files of this court. The question at dispute was 
the dismissal of the complainant from the service of theopposite party . 

The parties adduced evidence both oral and documentary, in 
support of their case. The Union has examined witnesses WWI to 
Ww5 and marked Exts. Wito W166. The opposite party has let in 
the evidence by examining witnesses Ewi to EW4, and marking Exts . 
ΕΙ to E133 . After an elaborate enquiry into the matters covered by 
the complaint,my predecessor in office passed an award on 11-5-62 
whichwas published in part 1 of the Kerala Gazette No. 25 dated 19th 
June 1962. In that the co.nplaint was dismissed notmaintainable 
under law , on the preliminary ground raised by the opposite party . It 
was held that the complainant being the manager of the branch office 
at Ernakulam was discharging the functions mainly and mostly of a 
managerial and administrative nature and as such he was not a 
" workman" asdefined in the Industrial Disputes Act. 

That award was challenged by the complainantin O. P. No. 2428 
of 1962 before the Hon ble High Court of Kerala. His Lordship 
Mr. Justice C. A. Vaidialingam set aside the award and sent back the 
dispute to this tribunal for retrial, directing to take up all questions 
arising for considerations at a strech and to arrive at a decision on all 
aspects after due and proper considerations of the materials that have 
been filed both on behalf of the management as well as on behalf of the 
union . 

After the case was remanded, the case was posted to 6-1-1964 and 
notices were issued to the parties to proceed with it as per the 
observations and directions contained in the judgement of the Hon ble 
High Court. For the subsequent hearings one party or the other was 
requesing for adjournment representing that thore is a chance ofthe 
matter being compromised out of court. Finally on 24-3-64 a joint 
petition signed by the parties as well as their advocates was presented 
to this court stating that the matter in dispute has been settled out of 
court on 20-3-64 by the parties concerned. It was prayed that the 
court may be pleased to acceptthe compromise and pass appropriate 
orders. 

I accept the prayer of the parties and hold that there is no subsis 
ting dispute between the parties to be adjudicated by me, since the 
matter has been settled out of court. I pass this award asmentioned 
above.

RULES 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Slaughter Houses and Meat Stalls ) Rules, 1964. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

(i) the Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1969 (Act 32 

(ii) examining authority means the Public Health Officer or 
the Sanitary Inspector in the Panchayat or in the absence of such an 
officer , the Public Health Officer or the Sanitary Inspector of the 
neighbouring Municipality or Municipal Corporation or any other 
officer of the Health Services or Animal Husbandry Department 
authorised in this behalfby the Deputy Director of Panchayats. 
(iii ) Form means a form appended to these rules. 

I. GENERAL 
3. Public to be informed of the Prohibition of slaughtering of catile etc., 
except in a publio or licensed slaughter house. It shall be made known to 
the public by the executiveauthority of the Panchayat by putting up 
notices and by beat of drum that no person shall slaghter within the 
Panthayat arca except in a public or licerised slaughter house any 
cattle , horse , goat, sheep or pig for sale as food or skin or cut up any 
carcass without or otherwise than in conformity with a licence fiom 
the Executive Authority or dry or permit to be dried any skin in such 
a manner as to cause nuisance . 

4. Separate slaughter house for slaughter of pigs. - There shall be separate 
slaughter houses or places for slaughtering pigs, and such slaughter 
houses or places shall be at least 90 meters away from the ordina y 
slaughter houses or places and there shall be no communication 
between the separate slaughter houses or places and the ordinary 
slaughter houses and places. 

5. The slaughter houses to be Giray from dicelling places and public roals. 
A slaughter house shall not be within 90 meters of any dwelling house or 
building frequented by the public and 30 meters from any public road , 
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No door of any slaughter house shall open directly into any street or la nc 
or other public place and no such door shall be so situated that the 
slaughtering of animals can be seen from any public place, public street 
or Irom any adjacent dwelling house or occupied place outside the 
slaughter house. A sign board marked, " Public Slaughter House 
or Licensed Slaughter House " , as the case may be , shall be placed in 
front of the building used for slaughtering . 

6. Licensing of butchers.- No person shall be engaged for the purpose 
ofslaughtering animals in the slaughter house exceptwith a licence in 
Form I issued by the executive authority . The fee for the grant of such 
licence shall be fixed by the Panchayat concerned : 

Provided that such fee shall not exceed Rs. 2 per annum . 
7 . Admission to slaughter house at the time of slaughtering to be restricted. - 
No person other than a licensed butcher shall be allowed to enter a 
slaughter house at the time of slaughtering except with a permit 
obtained from the executive authority or other officir authorised by him 
in this behalf. 

8. Stamping of animals.- No animal shall be admitted into a 
slaughter house for slaughter unless it is examined , certified, and stamped 
by the examining authority that the animal is free from contagious 
diseases. 

Such certificate shall contain the time and da e of the 
examination of the animal and it shall be valid for 48 hours only . The 
person in charge of the slaughter house shall maintain a register in 
Form II showing the particulars of animals thus examined and 
stamped. 

9. Prohibition of slaughter of animalswithout certificate.- No certificate 
shall be granted under rule 8 in respect of a bull, bullock, cow , calf, 
he-buffalo or she-buffalo or buffalo-calf unless the examining authority 
for reasons to be recorded in writing is of opinion that 

(a ) the animal is over 10 years ofage and is unfit for work and 
breeding ; or 

(b ) the animal has become permanently incapacitated for work 
or breeding due to injury or deformity . 

10. Ne diseased , dying or dead animals to be brought to slaughter house. 
No di cased inimal shall be admitted into a slaughter house . Animals 
affected by contagious diseases when brought to the slaughter house 
shall be seized , destroyed and disposed of in such manner as the cxe 
cutive authority or any person authorised by him decms fit. No dying 
or dead animal shall be adiitted into the slaughter hous: and any 
such animal bronight to the slaghter house shall be seized and treated 
like animals affected by contagious disease. Animals which have met 
with accidents rendering them unfit for further work are excmpied 
from this rule, but they shall be brought to the examining authority 
mentioned in rule 8 after the accident and shall be duly examined , 
certified and stamped by him as required by rule 8 . 

11. No meat to be sold in slaughter-house. — No person shall be permitted 
to sell meat in the slaughterhouse p :emises, but the offel, skin , etc. 
may be sold within the yard to the purchasers to whom permits have 
been issued by the executive authority or other officer authorised by 
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him to enter the yard for the purpose. Offal, skin , etc. may be allowed 
to be sold in the slaughter house from 6 a. m . to 11 a . m . and 3p.m. 
to 6 p . m . After that time they shall be removed by the owners, 
failing which they shall be removed by any officer authorised in this 
behalf by the executive suthority and disposed of in the manner as he 
may deem fit and any expenditure incur cd by or loss sustained to the 
Panchayat on this account after adjusting the sum iſ any realised by 
such disposal shall be recovered from the owners as if it were an arrcar 
of Panchayat tax. 

12. Meat to be sent to meat stalls as quickly as possible. The meat 
shall be sent to the stalls as quickly as possible. 

13. Meat entrails and offal to be inspected every day. — Meit en 1ails and 
offal shall be removed in covered or closed carts or baskets. The 
Officer in charge of the slaughter house shall inspect daily all such 
carts and baskets and see that they are clean and suitable. The bones 
shall be collected in places set apart for the purpose. 

14. Animals brought for slaughter should be clean . - Every person who 
brings animals for slaughter shall keep the animals clean and shall see 
that they are kept in charge of a keeper and secured by ropes to pre 
vent them from injuring one another, and shall provide them with 
12 hours rest and wholesome food and water prior to their being led to 
slaughter. There shall be waiting sheds for different kinds of animals 
where they could be tethered and fed for 12 hours. 

15. Number of animals to be admitted at a time not to exceed the mariº 
mum permitted .- No person shall bring or admit any animal into the 
slaughter chamber so long as there is the maximum number of animals 
permitted to be therein at one timeby the executive authority or as 
long as their carcasses or blood or refuse from their intestines has not 
been removed . The executive authority shall aflix a notice fixing the 
maximum number in this behalf. 

16. Slaughtering to be done only at places specially allotted. - Animals 
shall be slaughtered only in places specially allotted for them in the 
slaughter house . 

17. Carcasses to be inspected and stamped.- 111 carcasses shall, after 
slaughtering, be inspected carefully and stumped by the examining 
authority : 

Provided that the Veterinary Surgeon having jurisdiction over the 
Panchayat a ea shall have authority to conduct surprise checks and 
surprise ante -mortem and post-mortem examination of animals. 

18. Unfit meat not to be allowel to be removed . - No meat of any animal 
which , after having been slaughtered is found to be dise used or consi 
dered to be unfit for human consumption,as a result of the check under 
the proviso to rule 17 shall be allowed to be removed by the owner. 
Such meat shall be scized , destroyed and disposed of in such manner as 
the executive authority may direct. 

19 Separate receptacl:s to be provided for pulling refuse and allowing 
blood flow . No per on shallput refuse from the slaughter house in 
or allow the blood therefrom to flow into the receptacles other than 
those provided n this behalf and no person shall uncover the recept 
acles for a longer time than is absolutely necessary for him to put the 
refuse into it. 


20. Inflation or blowing of carcasses prohibited. The inflation or blowing 
of carcasses shall be strictly forbidden in slaughter houses. 

21. Ra es of fee.-- No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle , 
sheep goat, buffalo or pig in the slaughter house without payment of 
an admission fee to be fixed by the Panchayat which shall not be above 
one rupee per bullock , cow or buffalo and above fifty naye paise for a 
sheep, goat or pigs 

22. Restriction regarding time of slaughter. — Slaughter of animals or 
cutting of carcasses shall be done only between 6 a , m . to 11 a . m . and 
3 p . m . to 6 p . m . 

23. Slaughtering knife to be sharp and clean . - No person shall use a 
slaughtering knife unless it has on the same day before the commence 
ment of operation been thoroughly cleaned and sharpened . 

24 Supply of water in the slaughter house to be abundant.- Provision 
shall be made for an abundant supply of water to keep the slaughter 
house clean . 

25. Spittoons to be provided in slaughter house.-Necessary spittoons shall 
be provided in suitable places in the slaughter house and no person shall 
spit in the slaughter house except in spittoons so provided . 

26. Child less than ten years of age not to be admitted in a slaughter house. 
No person shall take or admit any child below 10 years of age into the 
slaughter house . 

27 . No dogs, crows, etc. to be allowed in slaughter house. -No person 
shall be allowed to bring dogs in the slaughter house. Crows and other 
birds shall not be allowed to get into the slaughter house. 

28. Eviction of undesirables from slaughter house– The executive authority 
or other officer authorised in this behalf by him may evict or cause to 
be evicted from the slaughter house p: emises, any person who is found 
drunk, begging, loitering or misconducting himself orwho is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these rules, or obstructs any officer in 
the perforinance of his du ies or disobeys his lawful orders and prevent 
such persons from re-entering the slaughter house premise:. 

29. Responsibility of persons causing damage to slaughter house. -Every 
person using the slaughter house shall be responsible for any damage 
caused in the slaughter bouse or articles therein either by his own acts 
or through the acts of his servants and the loss caused by the damage 
shall be recoverable from him as an arrear of Panchayat tax. 

II. PUBLIC SLAUGHTER HOUSE 
30. Procedure for opening or closing a public slaughter house. - A Pancha 
yat, before passing a resolution for opening a new public slaughter 
house or for closing an existing public slaughter house shall publish a 
notice in the notice board of the office of the Panchayat and in one daily 
newspaper having circulation in the area, indicating the details of the 
proposal and fixing a reasonable period , not being less than one month 
for receipt of objections if any, in regard to the proposal and consider 
the oljections, if any, received within the period specified . 

31. Farning out collection of rent and fees - (1) The Panchayat may 
farm out the collection of rents and fees in public slaughter houses for a 
period not exceeding three years to the highest bidder subject to such 
conditions asmay be laid down from time to time by the Panchayat. 
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(2 ) If for any reason whatsoever, the Panchayat decides not to 
farm out the collection , direct arrangements shall be made by the 
Panchayat for collecting the fees . 

III. LICENSED SLAUGHTER HOUSES 
32. Application for private slaughter houses- (1) Application for licence 
to open a new slaughter house or to continue to use an existing licenced 
slaughter house shall be inade in form III to the executive authority of 
the Panchayat, with an application fee of fifty naye paise, which may be 
remitted in the Panchayat Office. 

(2 ) In the case of an existing slanghter house, the period for which 
it was in existence shall be specified. The applicant for a license to 
open a new slaughter house shall deposit in the Panchayat Office such 
amount as may be required by the executive authority to cover the 
expenses of publication of the notification in any local newspaper. No 
application for opening a new slaughter house which is not accompanied 
by such deposit , shall be considered . 

(3) On receipt of such deposit, the Panchayat shall pubilsha 
notification in one daily newspaper having wide circulation in the area 
and also in the notice board of the Panchayat, indicating the intention 
to give a licence for the opening of a private slaughter bouse and fixing 
a reasonable period ( not more than 30 days) for receipt of objections 
if any to such issue of licence. The objectionsif any received with in 
the timespecified shall also be taken into consideration before deciding 
upon the issue

34. Period of licence. - Every licence granted under these rules shall 
expire at the end of the financial year in which the licence has been 
granted unless the period of the licence is specified in the licence as 
expiring on a date earlier than the end of the financial year in which 
case the period of the licence shall expire accordingly . 

35. Rate of licence fees. - The licence fee for an existing slaughter 
house shall be fixed at 20 per cent of the gross income of the slaughter 
house for the year immediately preceding rounded to the nearest 
rupee subject to a minimum of Rs. 20. The licence fee for a new 
slaughter house shall be Rs. 20 . 

36. Maintenance of accounts by the licensee. - For every amount received 
by the licensee in the slaughter house, receipts shall be given and 
proper accounts and registers maintained . Such receipts books and 
registers shall be open for inspection by the executive authority or other 
officer authorised by him . A statement showing receipts and charges 
relating to the slaughter house for the previous year (or for the period 
of full twelve months preceding the date of application for licence ) 
shall accompany every application for renewal of a licence .

37. Licensee to obey all lawful orders.- (1) The licensee of a slaughter 
house shall duly and properly carry out all lawful orders issued to him 
in writing by the executive authority or other officers authorised by him 
or by the Deputy Director. 

( 2) The licensee of a slaughter house shallhold himself responsi 
ble for any act of omission or commission or violation of the conditions 
of the licence on the part of his agents , lessees or servants. 

IV . SLAUGHTERING OTHER THAN IN SLAUGHTER Houses . 
38. Slaughtering of animal in places other than a public slaughter house, 
or a licensed slaughter house.- (1) The executive authority may allow the 
slaughtering of animals for sale for food, or skinning or cutting up of 
any carcass in any place, in the Panchayat area, other than in a public 
slaughter house or a slaughter house licensed under section 94 of the 
Act, subject to such conditions as may be specified in the licence to be 
issued in Form No. V by theexecutive authority for the purpose. 

( 2 ) The fee for a licence issued under sub-rule (1) shall be Rs. 5 
(Rupees five only ) . 

(3) The provisions in Rules 6, 8 , 9, 10, 17 to 20 , 22 to 27, 35 & 
36 shall mulatis mutandis apply to slaughtering of animals under this rule . 

V. MEAT STALLS 
39. Location of neat stalls. - All meat stalls vending meat from 
animals slaughtered in a slaughter house in a Panchayat area shall be 
within the limits of that Panchayat area . The meat stalls shall be 
located only in places approved by such officers as may be empowered 
in this behal: by the Deputy Director. 

NOTE - As far as possible suitable number of stalls for selling meat 
shall be constructed in public markets in such a way as to cause no 
inconvenience or annoyance to the public who frequent the market. 

(2 ) The stall holder shall put up in front of his stall a sign board 
showing clearly his name and stall number and specify the rates. 

40. Conditions to be observed by meat stall holders.- (1) The meat 
offered for sale shall be of animals slaughtered in a public slaughter 
house or in a slaughter house licensed under section 91 of the Act or 
slaughtered under a licence issued by the executive authority under 
section 95 of the Act and must be wholesome and devoid of materials 
unfit for consumption, such as offal e.c. 

(2) The stamped portion of the animal slaughtered shall be 
preserved until all the meat is sold out. Otherwise, the meat found in 
ihe stall shall be treated as that of unstamped animal or unwholesome 
meat and shall be liable for seizure and destruction by the executive 
authority or such other officers as may be authorised by him in this 
behalf. 

(3) Off.l, skin , entrails etc., for which provision is made for sale 
in the slaughter house shall not be brought to the stalls or kept in them 

(4) All unwholesomemeat, offal, skin , entrails etc. , found in the 
stall shall be scized and dest oyed by the executive au hority or such 
other officers as may be authorised by him in this behalf and the stall 
holder shall have no claim for compensation for any loss arising there.

EXPLANATORY NOTE 
( This note is not part of the rules but is intended to indicate their 
general purport). 

Section 93 (1) of the Kerala Panchayats Act (Act 32 of 1960) 
authorises the Panchayats to establish public slaughter houses and 
charge rents and fees for their use not exceeding the maxima as may be 
prescribed. Sub -section (2) of that section enables the Panchayat to 
farm out the collection of such rents and fees for any period not 
exceeding 3 years at a time ard on such terms and conditions as it 
may think fit. Section 94 of the Act vests power in the Panchayats to 
regulate by license the opening of private slaughter houses. Section 
95 (1) of the Act prohibits the slaughter of animals in any place other 
than in a public or private slaughter house. Section 129 (% ) ( xxvii) 
empowers Government to make rules prohibiting or regulating the 
slaughter, skinning etc. of animals at places other than slaughter houses 
and licensing of persons to slaughter animals etc. These rules provide 
above purpose.

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats (Public and Private Markets) Rules, 1964. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions.- In these rules unless the context otherwise re 
quires. 

(i) the Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 
of 1960 ) 

(ii) Director meansthe Director appointed under clause (7 ) 
of section 2 of the Act. 

(iii) Executive Authority means the executive authority 
referred to in clause (12) of section 2 of the Act . 

(iv) Form means a form appended to the so rules. 

(v ) . Market means any place set apart or ordinarily or periodi 
cally used for the assembling of persons for the sale or purchase of grain , 
fruit , vegetables, meat, fish or other perishable artic.es of food or for 
the sale or purchase of livestock or poultry , or of any agricultural or 
industrial produce or any raw or manufactured products or any other 
article or commodity necessary for the convenience of lite: 

Provided that a single shop or a group of shops not being more 
than six in number shall not be deemed a market. 

( vi) private market means any market other ihan a public 
market. 

(vii) public market means any market owned, constructed , 
repaired ormaintained by the Panchayat. 

3. Opening of public markets.-A Panchayat before passing a 
resolution to open a new public market or to close any such market or 
part thereof shall publish a notice in the Notice Board of the Panchayat , 
in any prominent place in cach ward ofthe Panchayat, and in any daily 
Newspaper in the Chief Regional Language having wide circulation in 
the Panchayat area, fixing a reasonable period not being less than one 
month for the receipt of objections, if any, and consider the objections 
received within the period specified . The resolution of the Panchayat

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along with the objections received and the remarks of the Panchayat 
thereon shall be forwarded to the Director for sanction as required 
under section 85 (1) of the Act. 

4. Setting apart separate stalls for particular commodities.-- It shall be 
competent to the Executiveauthority in the case of a public market and 
the licensee in the case of a private market to set apart stalls or open 
spaces, or both , for the sale of particular con modities and articles, such 
as meat, fish , cattle, poultry , vegetable, etc. 

5. Leasing out of portions of a public market. - Subject to the subsist 
ing Kuthagapattom or other rights, a Panchayat may parcel out any 
portion of a public market and lease such parcel or parcels and stalls, 
if any, under sub-section (2 ) of section 85 of the Act subject to the 
following conditions, namely : 

(1) Ordinarily the lease of parcels of space and stall, if any, 
shall be made by auction to the highest bidder. 
(2 ) Such lca 

shall ordinarily be for a period not exceeding 
one year at a time. 

(3 ) A permit in Form I appended signed by the Executive 
Authority or such other officer authorised in this behalf shall be given 
to the occupier of each stall or space specifying the conditions of the 
lease. 

(4 ) No articles other than those specified in the permit issued 
under sub-rule (3 ) shall be sold or exposed for sale in any stall or space 
nor shall a stall-holder or occupier of space, use the land adjoining his 
stall or space for sale or exposure for sale of his goods. 

(5 ) No stall holder or occupier of space shall assign or sublet or 
otherwise part with the possession of any stall or space except with the 
previous ermission in writing of the Executive authority . 

(6 ) Every tenant or occupier of a stall or space shall keep the 
same in a clean condition and shall not allow any refuse or garbage to 
remain on or about it, so as to cause inconvenience or annoyance to the 
other dealers or to the public who resort to the market. 

(7) The Executive Authority or such other officer as may be 
authorised in this behalf may by an order in writing , prohibit any 
person other than a tenant or his agent to trade in any stall leased or let 
out to such tenant. 

(8) The Executive Authority may with the approval ofthe 
Panchayat cancel a permitgranted under sub -rulc (3) for breach of any 
ofthese rules or thebye -lawsof the Panchayat or the conditions of the 
permit .

11. Powers which may be exercised by the Panchayat or the Executive 
Authority in respect of any Public or Private Market or the user thereof. 
(1) The Executive Authority of a Panchayat may expel from any 
market any person who are hose servant has been convicted of dis 
obeying any rules or bye-laws at the time in force in such market, and 
may prevent such person from further carrying on , by himself or his 
servants or agents, any trade or business in such market, or occupying 
any shop , stall or other place therein and may determine any lease or 
tenure which such person may possess in any such shop, stall, or place. 

(2) The Panchayatmay by notice require the owner, occupier, 
farmer or licenser of any private market. 

(a ) construct approaches, entrances, passages, gates, drains 
and cess-pits for such market and provide it with latrines of such descrip 
tion and in such position and number as the Panchayat may think fit ; 

(b ) roof and pave the whole or any portion ofit, or pave any 
portion of the floor with such material as well in the opinion of the 
Panchayat secure imperviousness and ready cleansing; 

(c) ventilate it properly and provide it with supply of water ; 

(d ) provide passage of sufficient width between the stalls 
and make such alterations in the stalls, passages, shops, doors or other 
parts of the market as the Panchayatmay direct ; 

(e) keep it in a cleanly and proper state, remove all filth and 
refuse therefrom and depose of them at such place and in such manner 
as the Panchayatmay direct ; and 

(1) make such other sanitary arrangements as the Panchayat 
may consider necessary . 

(3) If any person , after notice given to him in that behalf by the 
Panchayat, fails within the period and in themanner laid down in the 
said notice to carry out any of the works specified in sub -rule (2 ), the 
Panchayat may suspend the license of the said person , or may refuse to 
grant him a license until such works have been completed . 

(4 ) It shall not be lawful for any person to keep open any 
market during such suspension or until the license is renewed . 
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(5) No owner, occupier, agent or manager in charge of any 
market or of any shop, stall, shed or other place therein or of things 
kept in the same which is prejudicial to health or a nuisance shall keep 
the same or fail to cause abolition or removalof the same to a place to 
be specified by the Panchayat. 

12. Accounts of Private Markets - Maintenance, Audit and Inspection : 
(1) The owners, occupiers or farmers of private markets shall istue 
tickets for collections made daily for use of such markets , and receipts 
for collections made periodically . 

(2) The receipts and ticket books shall be printed in Forms III 
and IV respectively . 

(3) The ticket books shall be printed separately for each rate of 
fees charged . 

(4) The owners, occupiers or farmers of the said markets shall 
keep true and complete accounts of the receipts from the markets and 
expenditure incurred on their maintenance and shall produce them 
whenever required for inspection , chec or audit by the Executive 
Authority of the Panchayat or such other person as may be authorised 
by him in this behalf. 

(5) Separate registers of collections and disbursements shall be 
maintained in Forms and VI respectively . The registers, ticket and 
receipt books shall be checked by the Executive Authority or such other 
person as may be authorised by him not less than once in every month 
who 

may record such remarks therein as are found necessary. If the 
accounts have been found to be kept correctly, a certificate to that 
effect shall be recorded in the said registers. 

(6 ) A statement showing the receipts and charges relating to the 
markets for the previous year (or for the period of full twelve months 
preceding the date of application for licence) shall accompany every 
application for renewal of licence to keep open the market. The Exe 
cutive Authority of the Panchayat shall before renewing the licence, 
check the statement referred to above with the books of the owner, 
occupier or farmer of the market. 

13. Licencing of brokers etc.- (1) No person shalt practice as broker, 
commission agent, weighman or measurer within the premises of a 
market, unless he holds a licence issued by the Panchayat. The fee 
for such licence shall be fixed by the Panchayat subject to a maximum 
of Rupees Five per year. 

(2 ) The Executive Authority may from time to time fix with the 
sanction of the Panchayat the charges leviable by brockers, commission 
agents and measurers and shall give publicity to such rates for the 
information of the public . 

14. Facilities for grading.-- A Panchayat, in the case of a public 
market and a licensee, in the case ofa private marketmay provide in 
the market area or atany convenient place near the market, facilities 
for grading commodities intended for sale in the market and arrange 
formarking on such commodities the particular grade fixed . A fee for 
such grading may also be charged by the Executive Authority accord 
ing to rates fixed by the Panchaya ttrom time to time. 
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15. Storing facilities in the markets.- A Panchayat in the case of 
public market and the licensee in the case of a private market may 
provide facilities for storing commodities brought for sale in the mar 
ket but left unsold , till the morning of the market day immediately 
succeeding, and charge fees for providing such facilities according to 
rates fixed by the Panchayat from to time. 

16. Market days to be notified . - Markets shall open from sunrise 
to sunset on such days of the week as may be notified by the Panchayat 
in the market place, and in the notice board of the Panchayat . 

17. Notice Board spceifying rates to be putup.-- A notice board speci 
fying the maximum rates of fees chargeable for articles brought into 
the market for sale by casual sellers and for keeping carts inside it 
shall be put up in a conspicuous place in the market, in the case of a 
public market by the Executive Authority and in the case of a private 
market, by the licensee. 

18. Rules to be observed in markets.- ( 1) Any person resorting to the 
public or private market shall abide by the orders and instructions 
issued by the Executive Authority or other officers authorised by him 
in this behalf. 

(2 ) No person shall hawk or carry about any article whatsoever 
in the market, or cry out or use any bell or noisy instrument for the 
purpose of attracting purchasers to his stall or place of sale . 

(3) No weights or measures other than those recognised by 
Government as standard weights and measures and stamped as such, 
shall be allowed to be kept or used in the market. 

(4) No article , the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a licence either from the Panchayat or from the Central or 
State Government, shall be brought into the market for sale without 
such licence. 

(5) No putrid or unwholesome articles of food shall be stored , 
exposed, or offered for sale in the market. 

(6 ) Begging of all kinds shall be disallowed within the precincts 
of the market. 

(7) No person shall bring any dog or knowingly permit any dog 
to be brought inside the market. 

(8 ) No person shall use any violent, obscence , abusive, disgust 
ing or offensive language in the market. 

(3 ) No carriage, cart, cycle or other wheeled vehicle or horse 
or other animal shall be allowed to remain in the market except in the 
place set apart for the purpose. 

(10 ) Arrangements shall be made by the Panchayat in the case 
of a publi: market and by the licensee in the case of a private market 
or an a.nple supply of clean waier for drinking and washing purposes, 
adequate latrine and urinal accommodation and proper drainage. 
The floors on which goods are handled or are exposed for sale, shall be 
cemented and made smooth . 

( 11) No part of a market nor any stalls therein shall be made 
use of for the purpose of human habitation (except in the case of a 
watcher or caretaker). 
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(12) The stalls shall always be open to inspection by the Exe 
cutive Authority , other officers authorised by him in this behalf, officers 
of the Panchayat Department not below the rank of an Inspector and 
Officers of the Health Services Department not below the rank of a 
Health Assistant. 

19. Application of rules to wening markets. - All rules relating to 
markets except rules 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12, 17 and 20 to 25 shall apply 
to evening markets also 

20. Right of levying fees for casual sellers may be auctioned . The right 
A levying fees from casual sellers on open spaces and that of levying 
" fees for vehicles using the cart-stand portion , if any, in case of public 
markets,may be sold by public auction by the Panchayat to the highest 
shallnot be entitled to levy fees higher than those fixed by the Pancha 
yat subject to rule 7 of these rules He shall however, not be entitled 
to levy any fee from lessees of stalls or pen spaces leased out under 
rule 5 . 

21. Receipt to be issued for all collection - The officers empowered 
to collect fees, rents, etc., and lessces who take up a lease of the right of 
collection of such fees , rents etc. shall invariably gran receipts for all 
moneys collected by them .

of the area . 

(2 ) The Panchayat responsible for the maintenance and conduct 
of the market under sub-rule (1) shall meet all expenditure required 
thereto, for such maintenance and conduct. 

(3) When the auction of the public market becomes necessary, 
the notice in respect thereof shall be caused to be published by the xe. 
cutive Authority of the Panchayat which maintain and conducts the 
markot, simultancously in all the Panchayat areas sharing the income 
from the market . 
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(4) The proceedings of the auction referred to in sub-rule (3) 
shall be taken by the Panchayat which is responsible for the mainte 
nance and conduct of the market under sub -rule after giving notice 
to the Executive Authorities of the other Panchayats concerned . 

(5) The income from auctioning the public market after meeting 
all authorised expenditure required for the proper maintenance and 
conduct as mentioned in sub -rule ( 2) shall be apportioned between the 
Panchayats in the proportion of the area of the market lying within 
the Panchayats concerned . 

(6) The Executive Authority of the Panchayat responsible for 
the proper maintenance and conduct of the public market shall pay to 
the other Panchayator Panchayats its or their share of the auction 
amount as laid down in sub -rule (5) within seven days of thereceipt 
of each instalment; or if the collections are made by the Panchayat 
direct, the due shares shall be given within the first four days of the 
week following theweek during which collections are made. 

25. Private markets within the limits of two or more Panchayats. 
( 1) When a private market is situated within the local limits of two or 
more Panchayats, the authority to issue licence shall vest with the Pan 
chayat sharing the major portion of the area of the market. 

(2 ) The income by way of licence fees from the private market 
shallbe apportioned between the Panchayats in the proportion of the 
area of the market lying within the Panchayats concerned. 

(3) The Executive Authority of the Panchayat issuing the licence 
shall give to the other Panchayat or Panchayats the share of the fees 
obtained from the private market within 7 days, from the date of receipt 
of the amount by the Panchayat. 

26. Penally for breach of rules - (1) Any one committing a breach 
ofsub-rules (4 ), (5 ) and (6 ) of Rules, sub -rules (4 ) and (5 ) of rule 11, 
sub-rules ( 1), (4 ) and (5 ) ofrule 12, rule 13 and sub-rules (2 ), (3), (4 ), 
(5 ), (7), (8) and ( 11) of rule 18 shall be liable to eviction from the 
market by the Police or other officers empowered by the Execut ve 
Authority in writing. 

(2) Any one violating the rules specified in sub-rule (1) or abet 
ting such violation shall,on conviction before a Magistrate, be liable 
to a fine which may exten I to Rs. 20 (Rupees twenty only ) and in case 
of a continuing breach with fine not ex ecding Rs. 5 (Rupees five only) 
for every day during which the breach continues after conviction for 
the first breach .

EXPLANATORY NOTE 
( This note is not part of the rules but is intended to indicate their 
general purport). 

Section 85 (1) of the Kerala Panchayats Act (Act 32 of 1960) 
authorises the Panchayats with the sanction of the Director to establish 
public markets. Sub -section ( ) of that Section enables the Panchayat 
to lease out portions of such markets subject to the rules as may be 
prescribed and to levy certain fees not exceeding the prescribed 
regulate the opening of private markets. Section 87 of the Act 
empowers the Government to prescribe the maximum fecs that can be 
levied by licensces of private markets . These rules provide for the 
above purposes .

Admission and withdrawals. - A student will be admitted or re - ad 
mitted as a boarder only after a proper scrutiny of his antecedents in 
consultation with the Principal. At the time of admission he or she 
shall have to produce
